THERE'S NO REASON why life in Palm Springs in the 
summertime cannot he as enjoyable as anywhere else. 
Many people are finding this is true; there are those who 
like it even better 1han during the winter. Two examples 
of the hundreds who enjoy the Village during the sum ­ 
mer are Dirk H aymes who. with tiis family, moved in last 
week; and Mr. an d Mrs. G. K. Zaiti yvho eame here from 
Florida and stay the year around. The Zains entertain 
guests from the east throughout the summ er months and 
say their friends really like it. The idea that Palm Springs 
is unbearable in ihe sum m er—except for those who just 
don't like warm weather— is not true. In these days of 
effieient coolers and building insulation there's no reason 
why residents cannot he as comfortable as almost, a n y ­ 
where else; indeed, much more comfortable than in m a n y 
other sections of the country. Although the te m perature 
runs higher, the dryness of the desert air m akes the 
heal much less noticeable than in areas where the h u ­ 
midity runs to 90. 
There are times in Palm Springs when ihe heat is 
extreme, like a couple of weeks ago. Rut that lasted for 
only three days and it must be remembered that Mem­ 
phis, Miami and Detroit have hot spells which for the 
average person are far worse. We often have long periods 
of delightful w eather during the summer— nights in the 
low 70's and days in the high 90 s— when Villagers don’t 
have to envy any of their friends who have gone aw ay 
for the summer. 
It seems quite likely that Palm Springs will have an 
increase each y e a r in summ er population until thp time 
when it will appe ar much Ihe samp as olher inland com ­ 
munities from Ju n e to September. Two things which will 
help bring this about are belter insulatPd homes and 
Ip ss expensive refrigerated cooling. It's a shame that 
architects and builders do not urge upon their clients 
more effective insulation with an air space in the walls. 
This makps a home rooier in summer and w arm er in 
winter— makes a n y type of cooling much more effective

Jury Probe 


Of Primary 


Defeated Candidate 
Believes Irregularities 
Occured on June 6 
County grand jury has been 
asked to investigate the con­ 
duct of the June 6 primary to 
determine if there were irregu­ 
larities in connection with the 
vote.The request was made by su ­ 
pervisors Monday after Norman 
Smith, defeated candidate in the 
race for the position held by 
Floyd Gilmore, chairman of the 
board, bluntly charged lhat all 
was not as it should be in the 
election. 
SMITH WAS LISTED in the 
unofficial count the night of the 
election as second in the fifth 
district race thus giving him a 
chance to unseat Gilmore in 
the November run-off. But the 
official canvass uncovered er­ 
rors that put him fourth and 
out of the fall election. 
He said the county supervisors 
and County Clerk Gordon Pe- 
quegnat were responsible for the 
irregularities and asked the su­ 
pervisors to turn his complaint 
over to the county grand jury 
for investigation. 
SUPERVISOR BILL JONES, 
who made the motion, said: 
“We’re involved in this thing 
as much as the county clerk. If 
I’m guilty. I'll take my share 
of the blame." 
Supervisor William Slape sec­ 
onded the motion. He said: "I’m 
convinced we acted legally and 
properly. I’m sure there is noth­ 
ing seriously wrong. But since 
charges have been made, we 
should get the evidence and 
bring out the facts.” 
Smith said he wasn't accusing 
anyone of fraud but only of 
sloppy work. 
SMITH CHARGED that county 
supervisors 
failed 
to 
notify 
County Clerk Pequegnat of the 
names of members of election 
precinct 
boards 
and 
polling 
places 30 days before the elec­ 
tion as required by state law. 
Smith said the state law re­ 
quires Pequegnat to appoint the 
members of the precinct boards 
and designate the polling places 
if the supervisors fail to. Smith 
charged that Pequegnat had 
failed to do this. 
Smith said the state election 
law required that the canvass of 
the election should have been 
completed by June 22. Smith 
charged that Pequegnat failed 
to meet this deadline. 
Smith said: “Pequegnat per­ 
sonally told me that he called 
the assistant secretary of state 
on the telephone and the assist­ 
ant secretary of state told the 
county clerk it would not be 
necessary this year to comply 
with the law . . . Now. who is 
the county clerk to follow, the 
election code or the assistant 
secretary of state contacted over 
the telephone?” 
SMITH ALSO CHARGED that 
Pequegnat failed in many cases 
to have election inspectors sign 
declaration 
of 
intentions 
to 
faithfully discharge their duties. 
Smith, however, made it clear 
that he himself wasn't accusing 
anyone of attempting fraud or 
subversion. 
A GROUP OF TEN citizens ap­ 
peared with Smith and sup­ 
ported his request for an inves­ 
tigation. The leader of the group 
was Urban Tarwater, who like 
Smith has been a determined 
opponent of the county govern­ 
ment's zoning program. 
Gilmore was at first reluctant 
to ask the Grand Jury to inves­ 
tigate. He said he thought it 
was up to Smith to take his 
complaint to the Grand Jury 
himself. L a t e r , however, he 
voted with the other supervisors 
to ask the investigation.

For many 
years rising costs and 
prices have beset the country. With mo­ 
notonous insistance one group blames 
another group for the trend. Labor has 
been suspicious of industrial profits. The 
housewife is “robbed” by farmers, m anu­ 
facturers. middlemen, etc. Some busi­ 
nessmen lay the blame almost wholly at 
the door of high wages. Many political 
officeholders and candidates with vicious 
acumen seek to capitalize on this nation­ 
al tragedy, turning the blame for infla­ 
tion in whatever direction may seem ex­ 
pedient at the moment. Meanwhile the 
public debt has soared- To an ever in­ 
creasing extent local communities, coun­ 
ties and states are leaning upon a Fed­ 
eral treasury that cannot carry the load. 
The result is steadily depreciating money 
—or in other words, rising prices. 
The enivitable egg and hen relation­ 
ship of debt, money value, and prices 
should no longer puzzle anyone. The 
pieces in the problem can be fitted to­ 
gether with dreadful clarity from the 
front page of practically any newspaper.

Nebraska, 
World Herald recently carried on page 
one the following news stories: "U. S. 
Funds Main State Cash Supply—‘G rants 
in Aid’ Help Given 39 Accounts in Ne­ 
braska Treasury. This Federal money is 
being spent by the State at the ra te of 
more than 60,000 dollars a day or $21,­ 
950,000 a year. This is an increase of 30 
per cent from a year ago . . . ” In the 
next 
column, 
Senator 
Hugh 
Butler 
warned that deficit spending is the big­ 
gest issue before congress and said that 
“If we do not take decisive action very 
promptly, we m ay never see another bal­ 
anced budget until we have gone through 
disastrous inflation. . . . ” And finally, in 
another column of the same paper was a 
factual report on rising prices with the 
simple three word headline, “Prices Edge 
Upward.” 
The United States on the present 
course w ill one day face a financial crisis 
that will wipe out the material posses­ 
sions of all the people and may also re­ 
sult in destruction of representative gov­ 
ernment. There is one alternative. Get 


busv now’. Call for a curb on Federal 
spending. Every chamber of commerce 
and civic organization, every newspaper 
and community leader should demand a 
halt to the shameless, tragic practice of 
sending men to the Congress of the 
United States pledged to “bring home 
the bacon” in the form of bigger and 
bigger appropriations for local projects. 
No one knows how long in terms of years 
our country can stand the present farce 
—but the end cannot be far off. 


Men of Little Faith 


The new president of the American 
Medical Association, Dr. Elmer L. Hen­ 
derson, touched on the true significance 
of the drive to socialize medicine when 
he said: “American medicine has become 
the blazing focal point in a fundamental 
struggle which may determine whether 
America remains free, or whether we are 
to become a Socialist State, under the 
yoke of a government bureaucracy domi­ 
nated by selfish, cynical men who be­ 
lieve the American people are no longer 
competent to care for themselves. 
“These 
men 
of 
little faith in the 
American people propose to place all our 
people, doctors and patients alike, under 
a shabby, Government-dictated medical 
system 
which 
they 
call 
Compulsory 
Health Insurance. But it is not just so­ 
cialized medicine which they seek. Their 
real objective is to gain control over all 
fields of human endeavor— and to strip 
the American people of self-determina­ 
tion and self-government. 
"There is only one essential differ­ 
ence between Socialism and Communism. 
Under State Socialism human liberty and 
human dignity die a little more slowly, 
but they die just as surely!” 
In other words, socialized medicine is 
just a spoke in a wheel—part of the mas­ 
ter plan for subjecting all our resources, 
energies and liberties to the government, 
the bureaucrat, and the politician. One 
by one, if this plan succeeds, other pro­ 
fessions and enterprises will come in 
for the same treatment. T hat is the way 
dictatorships are insidiously established.

The p o p u l a t i o n of Palm 
Springs has increased 116 per 
cent in ten years. In 1940 the 
V illage listed .1434 persons. To­ 
day the num ber is 7428. How­ 
ever, this is not a true picture. 
The great influx of visitors d u r­ 
ing the fall, w inter and spring 
m onths is 
not 
accounted 
for. 
And yet. as Mayor Farrell says, 
u ’e m ust m eet this influx, know ­ 
ing all the while th a t the Vil­ 
lage collects from th e State on 
gasoline tax es and motor ve­ 
hicle fees only on th e basis of 
the census figures. The am ount 
to be received at th is tim e is 
$17,560—a m ost inadequate sum. 
Here, then, is a real problem —

It wdk a m atter of getting them started—of developing 
the summer vacation trade- People go where people go. 
If more hotels and stores were open, if rates are attractive 
and accommodations are comfortable, Palm Springs can 
have a SUMMER SEASON too! 
There are over four million people within two-and- 
a-half hours' drive of Palm Springs who endure a lot of 
fog and smog throughout the summer. Some may like 
fog but none like the eye-smarting fumes that frequently 
hang over the metropolitan Los Angeles area. The 
beaches are often cold and overcast. Out of this vast pop­ 
ulation there are a great m any people w’ho would enjoy 
our clear, dry- warm desert air. But th e y have been given 
the idea th a t Palm Springs is unbearably hot, in the sum­ 
mer.

I have know n Eddie Stuart for 
thirty years. I could w rite this 
entire letter on the m an him ­ 
self; his skill in typography, his 
Americanism, his knowledge of 
guns, and not least of all, his 
jokes.

Stuart, 
but 
about 
the 
reason his business is for sale. 
The p lant h as an appraised 
replacem ent 
v alue of $256,000 
and can be bought for h alf that. 
It does approxim ately $300.000 
business a year. It has 1500 cu s­ 
tomers. m any of whom, like the 
executives and 
m any 
of 
the 
em ployees have bepn w ith the 
com pany for years. The workers 
are craftsm en. It has been a 
union plant, for 26 years. It has 
never had 
labor trouble. 
The 
pay is over the 
union 
scale. 
W orking 
conditions 
are 
good 
and 
the 
workers have 
many 
privileges. W hy is the business 
offered for sale? 


THERE ARE TWO REASONS: 
first, the present tax situation 
m eans a levy of 67% on any 
dividend check, th at is. on prof­ 
its. The federal tax takes 38':-; 
the state tax takes 4% and the 
tax on the dividend check takes 
25%. This totals 67% and does 
not include the other taxes the 
business m ust pay in its ordi­ 
nary operations, as these latter 
enter into the costs of the prod­ 
ucts. The 67% is against profits 
only. 
The second reason is th a t the 
union, 
in th at 
area, has just 
laid 24 dem ands on the discus­ 
sion table, preparatory to the 
negotiation of a new contract. 
Consider, am ong them , the fol­ 
lowing: vacation and holidays, 
all with pay, m aking 8% of the 
total available saleable yearly 
hours: 
severance pay, 
In case 
of m erger or other contingency 
of two weeks pay for each year 
of em ploym ent. Practically, that 
m eans $6000 for some employes. 
W elfare benefits to be expanded, 
including a $5000 insurance pol­ 
icy for each em ployee: pension 
increases; office boys’ work to 
be done by journeym en or ap ­ 
prentices: forem en to bp m em ­ 
bers of unions; 
prohibition of 
work sharing if the volum e of 
business is reduced; agreem ent 
to reinstate certain clauses in 
event of law changes. 


OVERLOOKING

FACT 
th at several dem ands m ay he 
illegal, and agreeing that others 
would be w onderful in th is Gar­ 
den of Eden we seem trying to 
create artificially, in w hich few 
work very hard, and those work 
to support an increasing horde 
of bureaucrats to m ake reg u la ­ 
tions for the lives of all of us, 
this to 
me raisPs a 
practical 
question: 
how m uch load can 
safelv bp placed on sm all busi­ 
ness* How can a sm all husiness, 
in these days of heavy taxes 
and regulations, accum ulate the
